Failure to reach a satisfactory so­ 
lution of tho Flum e embroglio, how­ 
ever, was one of the principal causes 
of the downfall of the Orlando minis­ 
try on June 19, 1919, and it was suc­ 
re,sled by the moderate NTitti cahi­ 
ll**:. whoso selection exasperated the 
Italian Nationalists and was the fore­ 
runner of the d’Annunzio coup d'etat 
tin* following’ September. 
TROOPS DESERT 
Flume, ut the time of the entry of 
the d’Annunzio forces, was under the 
military control of General Pittaluga 
of the Italian army. 
The General had 
led a strong detachment to tho out­ 
skirts of the city to Intercept the in­ 
vaders who had armored automobiles 
and were armed with machine gun.-.j 
D'Annunzio met him with the saluta-j 


t ion: 
“ I understand you would tlr > upon 
your bretheren? 
(Hearing his br.ast) 
Fir*- upon m e!” 
At this, it was re­ 
ported, Pittaluga embraced d’Annun- 


5,jo and the soldiers on both sides set 
up the cry: ‘’Viva Flume!
